This year promisns to give evan. more striking 
results than these, the last published fignres. 
These figurea are very instrnotive, as they uot 
only show the deosreass in China tes and the 
gains of other countries, but they alsc prove 
what proper care in cultivation and proparation 
will do when skilfully applied. Woe refer parti. 
ularly te Java tes, ‘which a faw years ago Were 
weak and por in quality, but which have made 
rapid strides in make-and sirength, and conse. 
quently in favour, This improvement has boon 
brought about by. greater oare in onltivation 
and prepiration. Tho roduction of tazation ta 
» minimum hag proved a great atimalus to tho 
onorpy of the planters. Japan teas, befag mn 
suited tothe English taste, have never taken 
any hold on the public, and sre not. likely to do 
so. India end Ceylon eujay the advantages of 
absolate freedom from taxation, a large namber 
of flushes of leat in -the-year and conregnent 
greaterri-ld per acra than China tra, aud tho 
comparative nearness to tho consuming markets. 

We hava onnfidance in miking the following 
suggestions f+ the improvement-of China ters 

We know that the tea we want was once 

roourable ia China, but ag it is no longer 

ronght to murket wo conclude it is not made 
and we ara therefore strongly of opinion but

if adopted in this country, We shoald r rom:

In Indio, Tes is olwavd 
mae in small chops rarely oxcesting 100 to 150 
chests, all boing the pickings mado in a single 
dy; and by preparing nnd packing the tea the 
day after itis picked, the ‘best' qualities, of the 
lesf are rotainod ee : 

Another source of deterioration is tho mi 
tip of leaf from inforior districts with thi 
grown in tho better districts. This mixture is 
often difficult to detact shortly after tho tea is 
uinds, and as often deovives the fersign buyers 
in Hankow; but the voyaga to England brings 
on the coarse Aaveur ‘of the inferior mixture, 
and jaa great couse of disappointment and loss. 

Robort Fortune, .in hig book Tro Jour- 

aya in the Tea District, writton about 1844, 
dgoribes the processes of making toa. , Wo 
spocially montion Mx.

grating or grid, beneath which a fire was 
continually kept burning. Ho was unible 
to lave the ‘small inclosure, being quile 
surrounded by a atrong ruiing. Gishtedt 
charcoal placed in the intenar ola oretal 
funnel wag anotber description uf fire tortare, 
The tube ceotaining the lighted charcoal wis 
securely bound to the grasp of the prisoner, 
and le was forged by the atleniants to wath 
‘quickly about, etposing the road end of 
the tobe to the wind, thereby aeeters ting 
the heat and inereating bis onn eufferinys, 
Another agonizing torture was produced 
h® application af boiling oid tothe be iv of 
the. victim, and itis a torraapyli lin ke 
mang wave that coly sickentug des ale of 
hellish devices toiutensitp luni suff rie 
heould wieture, fF that were prosilly in ex. 
tent and variety, ; 
r The stone sorture was usually she Geet 
cruelty practiced upon a prisoner: He wis 
loreed to poatrate binswelf, face downward, 
upon the apexes of five triangular shaped 
blocks of bard wood, the front, of bis legs 
being exposed to 1 sharp edges, While 
.pecurely bald in thi. uasitiow heavy gtoues 
werd placed on the victim's thighs, and 
othera were slowly ode d—to increase the 
terrible weighbt—until he becanfe uneon- 
acious or signified his intention to confes 

The box torture Was n atill nore utrocious 
contrivance, Bound band and loot, the cul- 
prit was forced into a stronp bor about twe 
feet square, having a covering made to fil 
the inside and capable of being lowered or 
raised at will, Heavy weighte wore placed 
upon it, and ag these were increased in nine 
ber, depressing the lid, the poor wrateh within 
the box wag slowly crushed to death,” 

In using the water torture: it was believed 
that the torment of thiret would induce a 
prisonar to econfess-his guilt, . After several 
daye’ subsiatencoon a salt diet, without rice 
and water, the accused was shut ip a. ron 
where be would se aud bear the dropping 
of wate: on all sides, but outuf dis reach, 
The cravings and sofferings became fearful 
under the agi-zy, often eppiaching the 
bounds of insanity. 

Deprivation of sleep waa edfectedd by pluc 
ing the criminal upon a bed, ur mat, over 
which & sunall stream of water Was continu. 
ally flowing. Attendants wero in readiness, 
and at ‘the slighteat indication of slumber 
they would. rouse their victim by ringiug 
bells, beating drums, or the application uf 
fire to hia body., The treatmont rendered 
sleep.impoasible, tha poor wreteh’s mind Le- 
came disordered under the torture and of. 
tentimes left hima raving maniie. 

The old style of trial in Japan ineluded 
only about four persons, tho Judge, the 
secretary, the torturer and the ageused, The 
latter was taken into the examination roam 
securely bound, und “was forced to kneel 
during tke investigation of bis cuss. If he 
persisted in remaining mute or appeared to 
equivecnte in-bis reply to the questions 
addressed to biw thé “investigation whip’ 
wag used stoaftly—an instrument capable of 
inflidiing great. punishment, made of three 
long strips of bamboo cane, Should he 
continue satubbor a much heavier whip wae 
applied, the torturer repeating the blows 
until the prisonereither yielded or tainted | 
under terrible jufliction. But no Eatal in- 
juriea were permitted to by jnfleted dur. 
tog these preliminary investigations, and a 
Judge’ cavsiag the application of toruri: 
to innocent persons, or to these of very 
advanced or tender your, or to pregnant 
females, waa himself liable -to severe pun- 
iébment, : 

Such were some of the inbuman methods 
of tortdring prisoners in Japan, precticed, 
certainly, within a score of veurs—und less 
aud not 4 few of the desth avutences deu- 
eribed, excepting the wat atrecious toriifes,
